Executions by Electricity. 


The French Senator, M. Charton, 


recently introduced a bill calling for 
the .substitution of electricity for tho 
guillotine in cases of capital punish- 
ment. He admits that when the guillo- 
tine was introduced its object was to 
pat :ui end to more barbarous methods 
of 
execution. 
Hut since that time 


science has been progressing, and the 
problem now is how to execute without 
shedding blood. The plan which be 
proposed had received the sanction, he 
laid, of M. Jartiin, formerly secretary 
jf the Academy of Sciences, as well aa 
of (.he present secretary, M. Bertram.
